





ASI Finance Committee learns of EOP budget surpluses

The Finance Committee of the Associated Students In- 
corporated (ASI), learned Wednesday that some $18,000 
in budget surpluses accumulated by the Educational Op- 
portunity Program (EOP) will be returned to the ASI 

The $18,000 surplus from EOP was announced at the 
finance committee meeting by Peter Young, a student 
member of the University Planning and Budget Com- 
mittee 

Young explained that $11,000 was left over from last 
years allocation to EOP. An additional $6,700 would also 
be accessable to AS}. though it involves surpluses from 
Previous years which have changed to different line - 
items 

EOP received a total of $45,700 last year from the ASI. 
allocated to pay the first semester registration fees of new 
EOP students. EOP, however, enrolled less students last

year than it had anticipated when it made the budget re- 
quest. Only $34,000 was spent. AS! statutes require that 
programs return whatever money they don't spend 

The other $6.700 which is a Surpius from previous 
years, will be more difficult to recover. in June 1976, the 
Senate approved a request by EOP Director Elena Caroto 
spend the leftover money on other items The Senate, ac- 
cording to Young, couid repeal that decision and claim the 
$6,700 

The surplus of $18,000 and possibly more money has 
come as a pleasant surprise to the ASI. which has ex- 
perienced severe probiems in funding some of their 
Programs this year 

AS! is one of the institutions in society which is hurt 
most by the current inflation. Inflation makes its programs 
more expensive each year, but the number of students that 
enroil at CSUS each year, and pay their $10 activity fee per 
semester, has remained the same 
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Poor treatment 


Senator Geringer resigns in frustration 


This has forced the AS! Senate to Cut back many of its 
programs, and to look for alternative funding for others 

In an effort to bring more efficiency in funding of ASI 
Programs, the association has begun to examine its 
Programs to see if the ASI money can be spent more ef- 
ficiently, and if there are any surpluses leftover from 
previous years 

EOP was the first AS| program to be examined but, “we 
aré planning to investigate all ASI funded programs.” said 
Senate Chair Robin Blair. “Besides EOP the only other 
programs we're looking at right now are Program Aqa- 
vising, Intramurals and the Childrens Center.” 

Biair stated that the Senate is Planning to rewrite the 
Stalutes concerning the Program Board. “We would like to 
reverse the direction of the Program Board,” said Blair 

According to Biair, the current primary thrust of the 
Program Board is to put on their own programming with 
campus ciubs and organization programs secondary in 
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importance Blair cited a personal experience to support 
his claim. “Last year | came to the Program Board as part 
of the Student Democratic Caucus and asked for space for 
@ political debate. The Lecture and Debate Committee of 
Program Advising refused me space because | wouldn't 
turn the program over to them 

Besides the change in direction for the Program Board, 
Blair stated that the Senate would also like to see the 
board made more responsible to the ASI and would like to 
have more student control in programming 

The probiems being investigated in the Intramural 
Program are also concerning tne lack of student contro! 
The student appointed director was laughed out of the of- 
fice,” said Blair “So he resigned and just went to work for 
the program,” Blair added 

This is another area where students should be directly 
involved in the allocation of funds and programming.” said

Stockholm appeal petitions campus

Can public opinion have impact? 
in recent years it has isolated the 
military junta in Chile, helped end 
United States “police action” in Viet- 
nam and pressured the Pentagon 
from interfering in Angola and 
Mozambique. 

Thus is the task of the 1975 Stoc- 
khoim Peace Appeai (SPA), which 
already has collected over 400 million 
signatures, world - wide, in an effort 
to counteract the nuclear arms race. 

The petition, circulated in 70 coun- 
tries, has reached ciassrooms and 
walkway passers - by on our campus 
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according to Gail Gaiiryali, member 
of the Sacramento Peace Center 
board of directors. 

The World Peace Council, in con- 
junction with the SPC, will present 
their signatures to the United Nations 
by the year’s end. “The Worid Peace 
Council (delegates of the movement) 
will present the signatures to the 
Secretary General of the United 
Nations with a purpose to bringing 
world - public opinion to convene the 
U.N. General Disarmament 
Conference,” she said. 

Over the years the United Nations 
has thrashed the idea, but the 
conference has never been formed. 

The SPA was first drafted in 1950 
collecting 500 miliion signatures. The 
new statement has been revised since 
nuclear weapons have increased and 
provide an ever - present danger 

“The 1950's appeai essentially 
Called for the banning of nuclear arms 
and other forms of mass extinction, 
but it didn't exactly retate to the arms 
race. The new statement concerns 
the arms race, while it emphasizes the

VP Macias defends funding

“I will not sign it,” said Patricia 
Macias, ASI Vice - President, refer- 
ring to the 1977-78 AS! budget in an 
interview held Tuesday 

“I think the budget should require 
a two - thirds majority for passage,” 
Macias continued. “It only passed six 
to five. There was Obviously some 
question about the proposed cuts ” 

“| don't advocate the ‘watchdog’ 
approach of the Student Senate,” she 
added. “It’s only certain programs 
that are given the third degree, others 
are not.” 

Macias was referring to the Barrio 
Art, Chicanito Science, and 
Educational Opportunity Programs 
whose budgets have been cut, and to 
the Parolee Program which has not 
been funded this fiscal year 

“What people don't realize about 
EOP,” explained Macias, “is that the 
AS! funds not only pay for first 
semester enrollment for eligible 
Students, but aiso make available, on

A tv in every home 


It's a terribly sad statement on the state of affairs in our civilization, that. for 
the sake of a buck, we are poisoning not only the physical atmosphere, but also 
the mental. The programing on modern television is an obvious case 

It is hard to rationalize the vast amounts of time and money being spent to 
bring the American viewer the likes of “Police Woman.” “Littie House on the 
Prairie,” “As the World Turns,” or “Kojac” when the paucity of shows such as 
‘The Undersea World of Jacques Cousteau,” “National Geographic Presents. 

60 Minutes,” and “Sesame Street” is so apparent 

At its inception, television was hailed as the most important development in 
communications since Gutenberg’s press. This is still true today, but what have 
we done to utilize this vastly important resource? 

Television inhabits nearly every home in the United States and has become 
one of the most important influences on us. And yet next to nothing has been 
or ts being done, to insure the place of information and education on the 
screen 

What can we be thinking of when we aliow this incredibly important 
resource to wallow in a swamp of meaningless and even detrimental! 
programing. If not for the deciated work of a few, even the minute amount of 
worthwhile broadcasting now being aired would probably disappear 

We must be willing to insist on more substantial output from the media 

Taxes on the production and airing of weekly series and commercials could 
be used to fund educational projects on television. The FCC could insist on 
more relevant programming from the networks. Government stations, from the 
federal level. down to state and local levels, could be utilized to keep the public 
beiter informed. Closer ties between the educational and broadcasting struc- 
tures could be developed The list is limited only by the imagination, and the 
willingness to work for something that is truly important 

There are certainly dangers, and many problems inherent in trying to con- 
trol what is broadcast on the public airwaves, but education and information 
are the foundations of a true democracy. and if our choice is between Baretta 
and Barney Miller, then both our democratic freedoms, and our mental health, 
are being sorely tried

Writing skills ex- 
aminations. instructionally related activities funding; student housing dis- 
crimination; admissions requirements, retention, promotion and tenure, and 
academic quality are issues which students deserve a voice in and represen- 
tation of their opinions.

The effectiveness of the association lies with the superior knowledge and 
understanding possessed by the Presidents and staff. Through utilization of 
the two staff members, the Legislative Advocate and Liaison to the Chancellor, 
the SPA is able to "do the necessary homework:, (i.e., background research 
and investigation) and make well - educated decisions and comprehensive 
presentations. 

President Matlock attended the CSUCSPA Operating Budget proceedings 
Internal affairs committee report, also the report of the legislative advocate 
Craig Jones gave an in depth report on student involvement in the process of 
RPT. Also, he reported on Instructionally Related Activities fee. Craig informed 
the SPA on confidentiality of letters of reference on the CSUS campus. Craig 
also reported on collective bargaining, student involvement. He introduced an 
amendment, a bill that appears to advance direct student participation in an im- 
portant process of the CSUC community employee coilective bargaining. It is 
exceptionally strong in its enumeration of the “student representative's” right. 
However, close inspection of the language in Section 3597 (c), lines 3-6 reveals 
a punitive action which may be lawfully administered against the student body 
in general consequence of inappropriate actions of the student representative. 
This is an extremely apparent deficiency and it wouid be in the best interest of 
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the student population that Section 3597 (c) line 3-6 be amended to read as 
follows: Violations of this provision shall result in the termination of the student 
representative's involvement for the remainder of such negotiations and such 
other remedy, if any, deemed appropriate by the board

Chicanito Science 
Project motivates Chicanitos in the area of science

This is the last in a series of two ar- 
ticles on Barrio Art, and Chicanito 
Science Project. in recent years these 


programs have been allocated ASI 
funding. This year however, severai 
senators have tried to find alternative 


funding for these programs. Their 


reason was to relieve pressure on the 
AS! budget. Some argued that these 
programs were not activities, and 
therefore should look for funding 
elsewhere. 


Wouid your life be different if you 
had been “turned on" to science inthe 
fourth grade? Would you be a 
different person if you had built your 
Own record player at the age of 12. if 
university students had shown you 
the bacteria from your throat under a 
microscope or had helped you and 
friends build a rocket? 

These are experiences gained by 
some 100 fourth, fifth and sixth 
graders through the CSUS Chicanito 
Science Project. (Ethnic Studies 135) 
CSUS students go to three Sac- 
ramento schools twice a week After 
school they meet with interested kids 
to conduct scientific experiments 
Some experiments are very basic, 
such as finding sources of tastes on 
different parts of the tongue More

The Child Study Center has been 
operating for the past three years in 
the College Town Community 
Center. The center is under the direc- 
tion of Janet Siemer. Along with the 
director, the center employs four 
graduate students as head teachers, 
Gail Jenkins, Debby Holzknecht, Rita 
Lunden and Diane Thompson. Jim 
Chambers and Margaret Fjeistad, as- 
sociate professors of home 
economics, are the faculty super- 
visors in charge of all student teach- 
Ing assistants 

The center is funded by parent fees 
with the exception of funds for a part 
time clerical position provided by the 
Home Economics department 

The primary purpose of the center 
is to provide a facility where CSUS 
students and faculty may observe, 
teach and do research on preschoo! 
children 

Not to be confused with the CSUS 
Child Care Center, Siemer explains, 
“the Child Care Center is there to 
serve the students’ needs of child 
care. We are here to serve the 
students’ needs of observing pres- 


choo! children. We're a preschool and 
they're for child care.’ 

The Child Study Center offers two 
sessions a day, Monday through 
Thursday, from 9 am. to 11:30 a.m 
and 1 pm to 3:30 pm. Sessions 
follow the CSUS academic year. Fees 
are $160.00 per semester. Enrollment 
is not limited to childrer of CSUS 
students. Children from the corn- 
munity at large are enrolled Presen- 
tly there are 34 children in the mor- 
ning session and 26 in the afternoon 
There is additional room for children 
in the afternoon session

Science, or her previous ac- 
tivities as counselor in the EOP? 

“Maybe,” said Macias, “but | 
feel we have to relate to the 
community. If we don't, we.re 
just isolated in our ivory tower.” 

According to Macias the 
Chicanito Science Project 
provides tutors in science to 
schools in the Sacramento area. 
“We have a responsibility to the 
community,” reiterated Macias 
“They raised us, and pay for our 
education through their taxes 
You just can’t isolate yourself.” 

What Macias would like to 
see, she said, is a larger com- 
munity involvement by CSUS. 
“At CSUSLA,” she proclaimed,

The Chicanito Science Project was 
estabiished in 1969 through the ef- 
forts of Alvino Chavez, then a student 
at CSUS, who approached everyone 
he could on campus to help him im- 
plement his innovative concept. The 
basic goal of Chavez's project was 
motivating Chicanitos (littie ones) in 
the area of science The long - range 
goal was broader: to keep children 
fram low income family backgrounds 
in school by helping them improve 
learning skills and problem solving 
methods, and develop creativity and 
curiosity. Relating abstract sciences 
and math to children’s everyday lives 
could turn them on to learning as a 
part of life 

Dr. Don Gillott. now dean of the 
CSUS School of Engineering, was 
dean of Electrical Engin-ering in 1969 
when he was approached by Chavez 
Both agreed that previous programs 
designed to involve minorities in the 
scientific fields reached the students 
too late, when they were seniors in 
high school or college freshmen 

Gillott recalls, “We decided to try 
another approach and attempt to 
reach the minority students 
Originally only Mexican - Americans 
at the junior high school level and 
attempt to acquaint them with 
science. Hopefully, we would provide 
an environment which would make 
mathematics and sciences more 
interesting to them 

“The first really positive results 
were reported by the science 
teachers in the schools. The students 
who were having quite a bit of dif- 
ficulty in science courses suddenly 
began to improve, not only in their 
ability to work probiems but in their 
attendance, their interest in the class 
and their performance on. ex- 
aminations,” Giilott said 


Though the project was offered 
after school with no attendance re- 
quirements, students came with en- 
thusiasm. “In fact, they wanted to 


know what was going to be con- ; 


ducted next and they had a real 
interest in preparing for the ex- 
periments, often going home with 
materials to prepare for the next 
class,” reported Gillott 

This semester 25 CSUS students 





enrolled in the three - unit course 
They will divide into three groups 
each to work with one school the 
whole semester isabel Hernandez 
facuity advisor for the project, said a 
ratio of one tutor to five students is 
maintained for the sessions 

| meet with the tutors Mondays on 
campus, when they present their 
materiais and lesson plans to the 
other tutors. Then they give a 10to 15 
minute presentation of the ex- 
periment they pian to give that week 
so that ail the tutors will know how to 
do it when they meet with the kids 
later in the week.” Hernandez ex- 
plained 

The budget of Chicanito Science 
Project last year was $6200 provided 
by ASI This year, the AS! will supply 
$2600, supplementing $2400 to come 
from instructionally Related Ac- 
tivittes (IRA) Hernandez said 
biggest spending 1s On supplies for 
projects, work - study or student as 
sistant wages for the project ad- 
ministrators, and travel for field trips 
In the past, project participants have 
gone to the Junior Science Museum 
a fish hatchery, and Point Reyes to 
Study tidepools Long trips may have 
to be eliminated this year. Hernandez 
Said. as aresuit of the budget cut. The 
program at Sutter Junior High, which 
was the project's first school, has 
already been eliminated 

We have been asked by other 
schools to extend the project to their 
students,’ Hernandez said, “but we 
would need the funding and enough

tutors to maintain the five - to - one 
ratio 
Hernandez continued, “I'd like to 


encourage any student interested in 
working with kids and who is not af- 
raid of them to sign up We will be 
offering Chicanito Science Project 
again next semester 

The existence of the Chicanito 
Science Project was probably 


instrumental in CSUS being selected 
to be part of the Mathematics 
Engineering, and S¢ 
Achievement (MESA) program now 
being developed with University of 
California at Davis. according t 
Gillott, who now serves in an advisory 
Capacity to Chicanito Science Pr 
ject. MESA’s goal is to increase the 
number of disadvantaged minority 
high schooi students further 
education and careers in the 
sciences 

“We were one of thefirstt 
this type of program in 
schools,” said Gillott He was recently 
asked to submit information on the

‘People Change’ adds variety

People helping people to help 
themselves is what People Changing 
(PC) and Programs for Adult 
Students Admissions and Reentry 
(PASAR) are all about. These two 
CSUS organizations share this com- 
mon objective, but included in the Of- 
fice of Continuing Education vary 
greatly in their approach 

People Changing, under the direc- 
tion of Virginia Kidd. offers a wide 
range of classes not offered by the 
university, from “Assertiveness 
Training” to “Basic Backpacking.” 

“We're trying to offer things that 
wili help people make changes in 
their lives,” said Ginny McReynolds, 
of PC. 

Classes on interpersonal relation- 
ships are the best attended, said 
McReynolds, although when the 
program began in 1972 the 
theoretical classes were the most 
popular. 

“We also c’fer compensation 
classes to teach people things they 
may not have learned because of their 
sex roles. Cooking classes for men, 
self - defense for women.” 

PASAR, on the other hand, is a 
counseling service aimed at the 
mature adult, who for some reason 
(family, job, military committments) 
has been out of college and is now 
interested in beginning or returning. 

Begun by Margaret McKoane in 
1974 as an outgrowth of aclass called 
“Academic Strategy,” PASAR 
provides orientation and reentry 
counseling, vocational interest tes- 
ting, rap groups, and workshops for 
the older returning student. The staff 
of three full - time counselors help the 
reentering adult gain confidence, 
learn new skills, and develop broader 
options in their educationa! and em- 
ployment goals. 

Funds for PASAR come from the 
Office of Continuing Education, and 
as of Sept. 1, from a Title Vi Compen- 
satory Employment Training Act 
(CETA) grant. The grant made it pos- 
sible to replace the 15 part - time 
volunteer counselors (master’s can- 
didates in psychology, counseling, 


and sociai work) wth the three full - 
time positions. CETA money also 
financed the addition of aclerk anda 
community outreach position 

People Changing, on the other 
hand, is self - supporting through its 
class enroliment fees - 

“Ideally, we would build up a 
reserve to bring speakers to campus,” 
said McReynolds, “but as it stands 
now, we just break even.” 


Courses in the PC curriculum can 
be taught by anyone who can con- 
vince director Kidd he has the exper- 
tise, and that the class is interesting 
and relevant enough to attract 
students. Some classes are con- 
tinually offered because of the large

response, like Relationship a 


contemporary approach to human 
sexuality) and “Resume Writing 

Criticism of the course offerings 
come in terms of enroliment says 
McReynolds. “if a class makes (pays 
for itself) then there's a need for it 

PC classes are held on campus 
and the teachers are paid with any 
surplus from their class enroliment 

PASAR reaches people through 
community organizations such asthe 
Lions Club, Rotary. and Welcome 
Wagon, besides using billboards and 
public service arinouncements Many 
of its former counselors are involved 
with other colleges in the Sacramento 
area and channe! people in need to

Geringer then explained the other reasons why he no longer believes in 
Student government. “Prior to last spring,” Geringer said, “| was the kind of 
student who attended classes all day and then went home afterwards. and 
could care less about student government.” 

At a certain point, however, he decided that this could be the kind of student 
government needed most. “I felt things might change. | didn't want to play U.S 
Senator, | wanted to get something done.” 

Soon after his election last spring however, Geringer noted people that 
came into the Senate the same time he did, soon feli back into the habits of 
many others in student government. “They feei they contro! the world, and 
want to play ‘Washington behind closed doors’.” 

Geringer saic our campus is flooded with committees that establish littie or 
nothing. When he got involved in student government, he became involved 
with three such committees. He became acting chairman of the ASI Committee 
on Parking and Transportation, member of the University Affirmative Action 
Committee, and student representative on the Energy Task Force. 

A number of events frustrated his concerns with student government. First 
he could not get a meeting together with the members of the ASI Parking and 
Transportation committee. When he finally was able to get three members of 
the committee together, he discovered the committee had no power, could 
only advise, and that there are two other simiiar committees elsewhere on cam- 
pus. “This seems to be true with most things on campus. For every committee, 
there is one or two elsewhere. Nothing, or very little ever gets accomplished.” 

Another frustrating experience for Geringer was when Robin Blair tried to 
get him to support the coalition of Blair, Patti Payne and other Senate can- 
didates during the spring general election, in order to establish a majority vote 
in the senate after the elections. When the coalition discovered that they 
already had a majority in the senate, “They didn't need my vote anymore, and 
they stopped calling me,” Geringer said. 

Geringer concluded saying he will return to be the student that attends 
classes and then goes home. “! wil! tell others to forget about studetn 
government. Things won'tchange. . . let them think they are really helping the 
world and make decisions that heip this campus, let them stay in their fantasy 


worid!”
